The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall 
obligate such consignor to pay a fee to the Auctioneer.

387 NGC 1886-0 MS 61 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Regardless of 
condition, the 1886-0 is a very rare dollar with deeply 
mirrored fields. Probably no more than 12-15 coins exist in all 
grades. This piece is sharply defined in all areas and shows 
heavy mint frost on the devices that provide a strong cameo 
contrast. Population: 2 in 61, only 1 finer. 

388 NGC 1887/6 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Fully brilliant 
with the underdigit clearly visible to the naked eye. A rare 
DMPL example of this popular overdate. Population: 4 in 64, 
none higher. 

389 PCGS 1887-0 MS 64. Bright and satiny with a better-than- 
average strike. 

390 PCGS 1887-0 MS 64 Prooflike. Boldly struck for the issue 
with glittering fields. 

391 PCGS 1888 MS 64, toned reverse; and an 1896 MS 64, nice 
- rainbow toningnn-theTeverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

392 NGC 1888 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant and just a 
couple of light facial marks from gem quality. 

393 PCGS 1888-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Mostly brilliant 
with razor sharp detail in the centers. 

394 NGC 1888-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Glittering surfaces, 
limited in grade only by a few light abrasions on Liberty's 
cheek. Scarce. 

395 NGC 1889 MS 64 Prooflike Brilliant except for a thin crescent 
of reddish-gold toning along the upper obverse edge. 

396 PCGS 1889-CC MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike. By far the 
scarcest Carson City Morgan in mint state, although a good 
percentage of those tend to come with DMPL surfaces. 
Untoned with only minor scuffiness on the highest points. 

397 PCGS 1889-S MS 64. Brilliant with bright, lustrous surfaces 
and a strong strike in most areas. A bit more elusive than 
other Redfield dates. 

398 NGC 1890 MS 64 Prooflike. Clean for the grade with mildly 
reflective fields.

399 NGC 1890-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Deeply reflective 
from die polishing, the remains of which can still be seen in 
the fields, and showing some hght frost on the devices. A 
scarce item with deeply mirrored fields with only 13 pieces 
having been so graded and only 1 finer. 

400 NGC 1891 MS 65. The obverse is attractively toned in a blend 
of blue-green and gold while golden toning frames the 
shimmering reverse. Exceptional quality for this difficult P- 
mint. 

401 PCGS 1891-CC MS 63. Untoned with sparkling luster. 

402 PCGS 1891-CC MS 64. Thick, creamy luster and covered with 
a hght film of gray patina. Sharply struck. 

403 NGC 1891-CC MS 64. Brilliant throughout with intricately 
detailed surfaces. A very clean coin for the grade with minimal 
abrasions. 

404 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Smoky gray-golden toning with bright, 
lustrous fields. 

405 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Boldly struck with vibrant luster and a 
minimum of surface marks. 

406 PCGS 1892 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. With the regular 
issue coins very scarce, one would naturally expect the 
prooflike strikings to be a diffi cult item as weh. However, the 
deeply mirrored dollar of this date goes beyond "difficult." It is 
legitimately rare. In fact, we cannot remember the last time 
we handled one. The fields of this piece are exceptionally deep 
in their mirrored reflectivity and there is also a substantial 
amount of mint frost on the devices giving the coin an even 
more pleasing appearance. Brilliant and fully struck with only 
a few hght abrasions in the left obverse field from a gem 
grade. Population: 7 in 64, only 3 are finer. 

407 PCGS 1892-S AU 53. A pleasing, sohd AU example of this 
popular condition rarity. Untoned save for a touch of color to 
the right of the date, with prooflike fields on the reverse. 

408 PCGS 1893-CC MS 62 Prooflike. Frosty and untoned with 
only the normal striking weakness precluding a 63 grade. 

Only 5 PLs of this scarce CC issue have graded higher, none 
above MS 63. 

409 PCGS 1894-0 MS 62. Softly struck in the centers, as usual, 
and noticeably abraded, but a fully lustrous example of this 
very scarce, low mintage issue. 

410 NGC 1894-S MS 64. Fully struck and brilliant, the surfaces 
are free from most abrasions except for a few that are 
concentrated on the cheek of Liberty. One of the few near- 
gems the cohector can locate of this very elusive date in the 
Morgan series. 

411 ANACS 1896-S MS 63. The gray-lilac centers are surrounded 
by a rich rose patina at the rims and there is strong 
underlying mint luster. Not completely struck up, of course, 
there are a few scattered abrasions on each side, but none that 
are particularly disturbing. 

412 NGC 1897 MS 65 Prooflike. Br illian t, and very sharp. 

413 PCGS 1897-0 MS 60. Lightly toned about the borders with a 
strong strike and the usual indifferent luster for this tough 
New Orleans date. 


414 PCGS 1897-0 MS 60. Lightly toned and sharply defined. A 
seldom seen late date Morgan dollar. 

415 NGC 1898 MS 65 Prooflike. Glassy, untoned surfaces. Fully 
struck and easily of gem quality. 

416 NGC 1898-0 MS 65 Prooflike. A glittering example showing 
only a whisper of golden obverse color. 

417 NGC 1898-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Fully struck with a 
suggestion of golden toning peripherally. 

418 NGC 1899-0 MS 66. Nearly flawless surfaces with bright, 
satiny mint luster. 

419 NGC 1899-0 MS 64 Prooflike. Light in color with adequately 
mirrored fields and small abrasions scattered about. 

420 PCGS 1900 MS 64 Prooflike, scarce; and a 1902-0 MS 64, a 
prooflike coin in a non-PL holder. (Total: 2 coins) 

421 PCGS 1900 MS 65 Prooflike. Once a well kept secret and 
known only to prooflike specialists, the prooflike 1900-P is 
today one of the best known rarities among prooflike dollars. 
This coin is typical for the dozen or so pieces we have seen 
over the past fifteen years. The fields show myriad faint die 
polishing marks which are, of course, responsible for the coin's 
reflective fields. There is no contrast between the fields and 
devices, as always, and the strike is well brought up but not 
completely defined. Population: 9 in 65, only 1 finer. 

422 NGC 1900-0 MS 65 Prooflike. Untoned with clean, slightly 
frosted features. 

423 NGC 1900-S MS 64 Prooflike. Boldly struck under a hint of 
golden toning. 

424 PCGS 1902 MS 65. The bright, satiny luster has just the 
slightest hint of color. Minimally abraded and about as well 
struck as this issue is found, having been struck from the C4 
dies. 

425 NGC 1902-0 MS 66 Prooflike. It is curious that such a 
"common issue as-the 1902-0 is so elusive with prooflike fields. 

This is one of the finest we can remember having seen with 
exceptionally clean surfaces and attractive golden-russet 
toning with a hint of blue at the rims. There is no field to 
device contrast, with the main devices having a bright satiny 
luster. Population: 4 in 66, none are finer. 

426 NGC 1904-0 MS 66 Prooflike. While the '04-0 is the most 
common prooflike dollar from the New Orleans mint, it is very 
difficult to locate better than MS 65. To date only 6 pieces 
have been so graded by this service and none are finer. This 
coin has very deep, watery reflectivity in the fields and no¬ 
contrast satiny luster on the devices. Nicely toned a hazy gray- 
golden in the centers with deeper russet at the margins, the 
strike is as complete as the C4 dies would allow, and there are 
only a few small abrasions scattered about. 

427 NGC 1904-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant with a 
few hght scuffs on each side, the central details are a bit soft, 
but the fields are deeply reflective and as such this is a very 
rare coin and of the utmost importance to the specialist. It is 
the only Deep Mirror Prooflike 1904-S to have been graded by 
either of the major certification services. 

428 NGC 1921 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Well defined and 
displaying watery reflectivity on both sides. Very scarce as 
such. Population: 3 in 63, 7 higher. 
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429 NGC 1921-D MS 65 Prooflike. Mostly brilliant with 
unmistakable prooflike qualities. A rare combination of 
prooflikeness and condition. Population: 2 in 65, none higher. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

430 PCGS 1889 PR 65. A vibrant, essentially untoned specimen 
displaying a whisper of golden color about the peripheries, 
with modest contrast between fields and devices. Population: 9 
in 65, 12 higher. 

431 NGC 1893 PR 66. An absolutely stunning cameo proof that is 
untoned throughout and shows heavily frosted devices that 
yield a strong white on black appearance. There are only the 
most trivial contact marks in the fields and these are totally 
overpowered by the brilliant flash from the depths of the 
mirrored reflectivity of the proof surfaces. Simply astonishing 
quality that must be seen to be fully appreciated. 

432 PCGS 1896 PR 63. Milky lilac and golden patina over two- 
toned surfaces. 

433 PCGS 1897 PR 65. An exquisite proof Morgan. Toned a lovely 
deeper shade of golden-rose with lilac accents at the margins, 
the surfaces are virtually free from post-striking defects. The 
fields are deeply mirrored and the strike has the intricate 
highpoint detailing that is only seen on proof strikings. 
Population: 14 in 65, 15 finer. 

434 PCGS 1901 PR 63. Lightly hairlined, this is a brilliant proof 
that, of course, shows no field to devices contrast but is 
nevertheless quite an attractive example of this scarce date 
dollar. As all dollar collectors know, the 1901 proofs are the 
subject of higher demand by collectors because of the rarity in 
mint state of the business strikes of this date. 

435 PCGS 1904 PR 64. Lightly toned surfaces that exhibit full 
watery brilliance and are just a couple of wispy hairlines from 
gem quality. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

436 PCGS 1921 MS 64. Creamy original surfaces that are a trifle 
soft in the centers. 

437 PCGS 1921 MS 64. Highly lustrous and showing just a hint of 
light color on either side. The strike is softly defined in the 
centers, as usual. 

438 PCGS 1921 MS 65. A strong strike for this higher relief first 
year issue, with golden-brown toning taking on a more 
speckled appearance on the reverse. 

439 PCGS 1922-S MS 66. Untoned with impeccably preserved, 
frosty surfaces. One would have to look long and hard to find a 
'22-S finer than this outstanding specimen. Population: 4 in 66, 
none higher. 

440 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Untoned and fully struck. Popular low 
mintage issue. 

441 PCGS 1927-S MS 64. Well struck and untoned with a few 
scattered marks that prevent a higher grade. 

442 NGC 1934 MS 65. Fully struck and light in color. 


443 PCGS 1934-S MS 62. Lustrous with golden toning most 
evident on the obverse. An affordable uncirculated example of 
this popular key. 

444 PCGS 1935 MS 62. There are several noticeable marks on the 
reverse. 

445 PCGS 1935 MS 65. Silvery-gray with a few specks of russet 
along the left obverse edge. 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

446 NGC 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64. 
Intricately detailed with strong mint luster and very clean 
surfaces. There is one alloy spot at the front of Jefferson's 
hairline. 

447 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 62. Good luster 
with a single scratch across the top of the obverse that keeps 
the coin from grading higher. 

448 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purohase/McKinley MS 66. Light in 
color with clean surfaces for the most part, and fully struck in 
all areas. 

449 NGC 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 62. Bright surfaces and 
remarkably clean for the grade. 

450 PCGS 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 63. Semi-prooflike fields, 
there are a few small abrasions on each side that prevent a 
higher grade. Scarce issue. 

451 PCGS 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64. Lustrous and light in 
color with minimal abrasions. A scarce near-gem example of 
this key commemorative issue. 

452 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 64. 
Lustrous and light in color, this is a fine looking Pan-Pac that 
just misses grading 65 because of a hairline thin vertical 
scratch on the reverse. This scratch is not really visible with 
the unaided eye and one really needs a magnifier to locate it. 

453 PCGS 1917 McKinley MS 62. Deep pinkish-rose color. 

454 PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS 66. An exemplary Grant 
with Star that is seemingly flawless and shows rich orange- 
gold color with semi-prooflike reverse fields. 


GOLD DOLLARS 

455 NGC 1849 MS 62. Well struck with numerous small abrasions. 

456 NGC 1849-0 AU 53. A lightly circulated example of this 
popular first year of issue from the New Orleans mint. 

457 NGC 1849-0 MS 62. Bright yellow-gold color and softly 
impressed on the reverse. There are several noticeable 
obverse marks that prevent a higher grade and striations in 
the fields on that side. 


458 PCGS 1851 MS 62. Full strike. 

459 PCGS 1852 MS 63. Fully struck with a few small field marks. 

460 PCGS 1853 MS 61. Fully lustrous but heavily marked. 
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461 PCGS 1853 MS 62. Sharply defined with a few small abrasions 
scattered about. 

462 NGC 1853 MS 63. Rich reddish color is splashed about each 
side of this fully struck coin. 

463 PCGS 1853 MS 65. An outstanding example of this popular 
Type One gold dollar. The surfaces are nearly flawless and 
show a rich reddish tinged golden color with a hint of olive at 
the rims. Fully detailed in all areas and an exceptionally 
attractive gem type coin. 

464 NGC 1854 Type Two AU 58. Well struck and almost 
completely lustrous with variegated color on each side. Light 
die clashing is apparent in the fields, as usual. 

465 NGC 1854 Type Two MS 61. Well struck for the type, this 
piece exhibits a striking peculiarity we have not seen 
previously. It was struck from rusted dies as evidenced by the 
raised pimply dots seen around the obverse devices. The 
obverse die was also damaged as there is a raised or buckled 
area at the top. A most peculiar coin and probably rare as this 
die pairing could not have lasted long considering the state of 
the obverse die. 

466 PCGS 1855 Type Two MS 62. Well struck with strong 
central definition, just a bit soft on the bow at the bottom of 
the wreath. There are a few scattered field marks as well as 
the usually seen die clas hin g but overall the coin is quite clean 
and problem free with good luster characteristics. 

467 NGC 1856-S Type Two XF 45. Doubled S Mintmark. A scarce 
and often overlooked Type Two issue that is quite elusive in 
XF or better condition. This piece has fight orange-gold color 
and no detracting blemishes on either side. Of importance to 
the gold dollar specialist. Trends $1,150 in XF 40, $2,650 in AU 
50. 

468 PCGS 1856 MS 62. Well struck with rich variegated color. 

469 NGC 1857-S AU 55. The '57-S is one of the major condition 
rarities in the gold dollar series. It is very scarce in AU and 
mint condition. This piece is sharply struck throughout and 
shows bright prooffike fields. There is a planchet flake out of 
the reverse field above the O in DOLLAR. An important 
offering of this scarce, low mintage issue. Trends $1,850 in AU 
50, $7,000 in MS 60. 

470 PCGS 1861 MS 61. Sharply defined and die clashed, 
apparently struck on a buckled planchet. 

471 PCGS 1861 MS 62. Lustrous with die granularity through 
(STA)TES. The reverse is rotated 180 degrees. 

472 PCGS 1862 MS 62. Semi-prooffike with heavy die striations in 
the fields and a couple of noticeable digs in the center of the 
reverse. 

473 PCGS 1888 MS 62. Well struck and semi-prooffike. 

474 NGC 1888 MS 65. Fully struck and showing deep orange-gold 
color, the fields have much deep reflectivity and just the 
slightest bit of mint frost intermixed as well. 

475 PCGS 1889 MS 65. Fully struck. This final year of issue not 
only has thick mint luster over both sides that is almost 
unbroken by contact marks, but it is also covered with a 
lovely, variegated red and lilac patina. A premium example of 
this popular date. 


PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 

476 NGC 1886 PR 65 Cameo. A stunning, deep mirrored cameo 
proof whose devices are frosted somewhat giving the coin a 
moderate white on black contrast. The eye appeal of this piece 
of proof gold is simply outstanding. Although 1,016 proofs 
were struck in this year, many of the survivors have been 
cleaned, circulated, or otherwise rendered numismatically 
undesirable. T his is a lovely, problem-free piece that is 
virtually unimprovable. Population: 3 in 65, none are finer. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 

477 ANACS 1805 Ex-Jewelry, Genuine, Ungraded. We grade 
the coin XF 40. Apparently the surface damage done to the 
coin by being in jewelry is limited to the edge as we cannot see 
any definite signs of repair or damage on the obverse or 
reverse. As a date, the 1805 quarter eagle is considered a 
common one but this term must be understood in the context 
of the series as only 75-100 pieces are believed known in all 
grades. Yellow-gold color and showing only a couple of minor 
marks on each side. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

478 PCGS 1834 Classic MS 62. Breen-6138, Small Head. A flashy 
example of this first year design, struck in green-gold and 
displaying prooffike qualities to the fields. This early striking 
is also quite sharp in the centers, unlike many examples of the 
Classic head type. A thin planchet flaw to the right of the date, 
most likely from a piece of foreign matter adhering to the die, 
breaks the prooffike finish. One of just 10 pieces graded as 
such by NGC. 

479 PCGS 1836 Fine 15. One long mark in the right obverse field. 

480 PCGS 1836 VF 30. Problem-free for the grade. 

481 PCGS 1836 VF 35. Even wear and showing a dark spot on the 
right wing of the eagle. 

482 NGC 1839-C AU 50. Overdate, struck from the first set of 
dies, and a late die state with the distinctive die crack from 
the rim through the E in STATES. A scarce and highly 
coveted Classic quarter eagle that is usually seen in VF-XF 
condition with AU pieces being quite elusive. This piece is well 
defined in the centers but shows the usual softness of detail on 
the obverse stars. On the face of Liberty there is a shallow 
depression that appears to be flaking of the planchet, however, 
this is a die characteristic common to all 1838-C and '39-C 
quarter eagles. A pleasing coin overall with no mentionable 
detractions on the surfaces, and a piece that is sure to be of 
great interest to the many collectors of this short and 
interesting gold series. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

483 PCGS 1847-0 XF 45. A much scarcer date than its mintage of 
124,000 would indicate, this piece is typical for the issue with a 
softly defined eagle and some weakness apparent also on 
Liberty's hair curls. Very clean surfaces overall with no 
mentionable abrasions. Trends $525 in XF 40, $1,450 in AU 50. 
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484 NGC 1851 MS 61. Well struck on the obverse with soft 
detailing on the eagle's plumage. Good luster and attractive 
golden-olive color. 

485 NGC 1857-0 MS 63. A rare New Orleans issue even after a 
small hoard of 20-30 pieces turned up in Tennessee nine years 
ago. This is the finest piece certified by either of the grading 
services. Typical for the issue, this piece shows soft detailing 
on the hair curls and the plumage on the eagle in the central 
portions. There are a couple of small field marks on the 
reverse, but nothing large or distracting that deserves 
individual mention. Trends $16,750. 

486 NGC 1859 MS 60. Sharply struck with stronger detail on the 
eagle's leg than usual. Attractive color. A scarcer issue in mint 
state. Trends $1,800. 

487 NGC 1861 MS 64. Sparkling mint luster and fully detailed 
throughout, this is a lovely Coronet quarter eagle, and while a 
common date it is one that is usually not located in such 
superior condition. Population: 16 in 64, 5 finer. 

488 NGC 1869 MS 61. A very scarce coin in all grades, this is one 
of the finest 1869 quarter eagles known, being tied with two 
other pieces at the MS 61 level (or are they duplicate listings 
of this coin?). The mintage was a low 4,320 pieces. This coin 
has bright prooflike fields, is sharply struck in all areas, and 
shows a few small, scattered abrasions on each side. Trends 
$4,500 in MS 60. 

489 NGC 1871 MS 61. A scarce, low mintage date with only 5,300 
business strikes produced. There are several mint state pieces 
known with perhaps some 6-8 coins spread through the MS 
60-64 grades. This is a sharply struck piece with rich reddish 
color and prooflike fields as always seen on this date. Trends 
$2,550 in MS 60, $6,950 in MS 63. 

490 PCGS 1872 VF 35. A scarce, later issue in the Coronet series 
with a mintage of only 3,000 pieces. This coin is well defined 
for the date. The most distinctive mark is a small planchet 
flake out of the upper reverse field above the eagle's head. 
Trends $1,200 in VF 20, $2,450 in XF 40. 

491 PCGS 1872 AU 50. Paradoxically this issue has one of the 
lowest mintages in the entire series (only 1,660 pieces) and 
yet, unlike many earlier (and some later) issues, it is 
occasionally available in choice AU and even BU condition. 
This is a nice semi-prooflike coin that has bright yellow-gold 
color with just the faintest touch of reddish-orange at the 
margins. Well struck in most areas, the only mark that could 
help identify this coin for pedigree purposes is a long scratch 
in the left obverse field in front of Liberty's nose. Trends 
$2,450. 

492 NGC 1874 MS 61. The 1874 is a relatively common issue in 
the lower circulated grades, but in strictly uncirculated 
condition it is very scarce. This is one of the finest examples 
known and is exceeded only by three other pieces, all certified 
by PCGS. This is a sharply struck coin with bright prooflike 
fields and pale yellow-gold color. Numerous small abrasions 
pepper both sides. Trends $4,000 in MS 60. 

493 PCGS 1875-S AU 55. Better struck than usually seen, this 
piece shows no objectionable marks and has a rich reddish 
caste overall. Scarce, especially in high grades. Trends $825 in 
AU 50, $4,600 in MS 60. 

494 PCGS 1876 AU 50. A scarce coin in all grades and distinctly so 
in AU condition. This is a clean, near mark-free example that 
shows much reddish-gold color. Softly struck in the centers, as 
usual. The "bar" on the jaw of Liberty is a die scratch cut into 


the working die and is found on all business strikes of this 
date. Trends $1,250. 

495 PCGS 1877-S MS 61. Well struck and semi-prooflike, as 
usual, with deep orange-gold color. Somewhat scarcer issue in 
mint state. 

496 NGC 1878-S MS 61. Well struck with even orange-gold color. 

A bit soft on the eagle's leg, as always. Trends $510 in MS 60. 

497 NGC 1879 MS 63. Sharply defined throughout with deep 
reddish-orange color. 

498 PCI 1886 AU 50. Scratched. Semi-prooflike fields on this low 
mintage (4,000 pieces) issue. Several scratches are noted in 
the obverse field above the head of Liberty. 

499 NGC 1887 MS 60. Sharply struck and semi-prooflike with 
deep reddish color. 

500 PCGS 1888 MS 63. Excellent luster and color, just a bit softly 
struck in the central areas. Trends $1,550. 

501 NGC 1892 MS 61. Sharply defined with bright fields. A low 
mintage date with only 2,440 pieces struck. 

502 PCGS 1893 MS 64. Sharply struck, the coin has a lovely light 
reddish color with an accent of pale olive at the peripheries. 

503 PCGS 1895 MS 62. Well struck with bright surfaces. 

504 PCGS 1897 MS 63. Well struck. 

505 NGC 1897 MS 63. Good luster and color. 

506 NGC 1898 MS 63. Sharply struck. 

507 NGC 1898 MS 65. Fully struck with rich satiny luster and no 
marks are noted on either side of size or importance. Several 
years ago we knew a retail customer who was assembling a set 
of late date Coronet quarter eagles in gem condition, and the 
1898 was the last year he needed to complete his set. 
Population: 11 in 65, only 1 finer. 

508 TCGSG900 MS 64.Fully struck with smooth, satiny luster 
and almost blemish-free. A premium coin that is close to gem 
condition. 

509 PCGS 1902 MS 62. The obverse is especially clean. 

510 PCGS 1902 MS 63. Well struck with light yellow-gold centers 
and deeper orange-gold margins. 

511 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Bright, sparkling mint luster covers the 
surfaces of this immaculate coin. Fully detailed in all areas, 
there is a small splash of deeper russet-orange at the top of 
the obverse. An exceptionally attractive gem type coin.

First year of issue for the John 
Reich Bust Left design and always in demand by collectors as 
a type coin. This piece, of course, is far above average for the 
date which is usually only seen in XF condition. This is a fully 
detailed coin that has strong luster characteristics and a 
number of small abrasions that account for the grade. There 
are slight traces of a light reddish patina on each side that add 
even more to the eye appeal of this premium example. Trends

571 ANACS 1808/7 AU 68. Close Date. Breen 2-A. Obverse die 
breaks, the most noticeable extending diagonally across the 
top half of the obverse. Sharp in all areas except for the eagle's 
head and neck. Rare in uncirculated. Trends $3,800 in AU 50, 
$9,250 in MS 60. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

572 PCGS 1834 Plain 4 VF 35. Attractive green-gold surfaces, just 
a trifle weak on Liberty's curls to qualify as an XF. 

573 PCGS 1835 MS 62. An incredibly sharp strike for the Classic 
Head type. The yellow-gold surfaces exhibit vibrant luster and 
only a few scattered abrasions in the open areas of the fields. 

A small grease stain is seen from the eagle's left wing 
extending to the edge.

A frosty, moderately abraded example that 
falls just short of mint state preservation. Important as a high 
grade No Motto half eagle type coin. 

One of the more common Charlotte half 
eagles, but perhaps not quite as common as once thought. In 
AU and mint state the '52-C is rated a mid-R.7 with an 
estimated 8-9 pieces believed extant in each grade. This is 
quite an attractive specimen. The fields are slightly reflective 
and the color is a medium golden-orange. Well struck in most 
areas with only slight softness noted on the eagle's neck and 
the hair curls of Liberty. Trends $13,500 in MS 60, unlisted 
any finer. 

584 PCGS 1855 MS 61. Basically sharp except for the eagle's head 
and neck, with shimmering mint brilliance. A shallow scrape 
to the left of the portrait precludes an even higher grade. Like 
almost all No Motto fives, rare in mint state. Population: 2 in 
61, 2 higher. 

585 NGC 1856-S MS 60. Fully lustrous with light, scattered 
abrasions. A spectacular condition rarity, with Akers having 
reported seeing only two mint state examples. In fact, this is 
the only mint state piece certified by either major service, 
being freshly graded by NGC. Unlisted in MS 60 in Trends. 
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586 PCGS 1858 AU 50. A rare issue and the first year in a twenty 
year run of scarce, low mintage half eagles from the 
Philadelphia mint. This date's mintage was a mere 15,136 
pieces and it is very elusive in all grades, but especially so 
above XF.

This piece has even more pronounced greenish-gold color. 
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1124 PCGS 1870 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 64. BG- 

808, R.4. Bright, shimmering mint luster with a touch of light 
peripheral color. Struck on a slightly buckled planchet. 

1125 PCGS 1871 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 62. BG- 

809, R.4. Semi-prooflike with a couple of larger marks in the 
left obverse field. 

1126 PCGS 1869 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 61. BG- 
828, R.5. The obverse was struck from heavily lapped dies and 
there are several scratches on that side also. 

1127 PCGS 1870 Liberty Head Octagonal Half Dollar MS 62. BG- 
920, High R.5. Shimmering prooflike fields.

1128 PCGS 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-208, R.4, MS 64. The Indian 
cent design of 1859 but dated 1858 with ONE CENT in a 
laurel wreath on the reverse. Struck in copper-nickel with a 
plain edge. Bright honey-tan color and apparently spot-free. 

1129 NGC 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-211, R.5, PR 64. 1858 Indian 
cent with the obverse of 1859 and the reverse with ONE 
CENT in an oak wreath. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain 
edge. Bright, flashy surfaces with pale honey-tan and rose 
toning. 

1130 PCGS 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-211, R.5, PR 64. Indian cent 
design of 1859 on the obverse paired with an oak wreath 
reverse. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. Steely-blue 
color in the fields with faint traces of red around the devices. 
Just a couple of small carbon spots. 

1131 NGC 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-212, R.5, PR 64. Another 

1858 Indian cent pattern, this one with the adopted obverse of 

1859 paired with a reverse that has an oak wreath with a 
broad, ornamented shield at the top. Struck in copper-nickel 
with a plain edge. Muted light brown color with a couple of 
small carbon spots on the obverse. Formerly rated an R.5, but 
now considered an R.4. 

1132 PCGS 1858 Indian Cent. Judd-213, R.5, PR 64. This 1858 
pattern also has the regular obverse of 1859, paired with the 
adopted reverse of 1860. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain 
edge. Struck from heavily striated dies, the evidence of which 
is amply seen in the fields of this pattern. Bright tan and rose 
patina with a faint undertone of lilac. Just a tiny spot of 
carbon on each side. 

1133 PCGS 1870 Standard Silver Quarter, Judd-894, R.6, PR 
64. Standard Silver design with Liberty wearing a diadem and 
the motto on a scroll in what is normally the exergual area of 
the obverse. The reverse has 25 CENTS 1870 in the center 
and is surrounded by a wreath of cotton and corn with 
STANDARD above. Struck in silver with a reeded edge 
Deeply toned with illimitible depth of reflectivity in the fields 
and a few tiny contact marks. Formerly an R.6 but now 
considered an R.5 issue. 

1134 PCGS 1873 Trade Dollar, Judd-1281, R.5, PR 64. Ex: 
Garrett. The Bailly design for the Trade dollar with Liberty's 
head crowned with leaves and hair coded. The reverse 
features an eagle with wings spread, the right talon holds 
three arrows and the left supports a shield, the statutory 
legends are seen elsewhere on that side. Struck in sdver with 
a reeded edge. Formerly sold as lot 1070 of the second Garrett 
auction (B&R, 3/80) where it realized $8,750. The fields have 
an unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity and there is 


just a bit of light golden-brown patina on each side. In the 
center of the reverse there is a bit of striking weakness on the 
eagle's plumage that is characteristic of this issue, and 
obviously caused by die opposition as it also shows on the Judd 
plate coin. Garrett purchased this pattern from Sampson's 
sale of February 16-17, 1882. 

1135 PCGS 1879 "Washlady" Quarter, Judd-1590, R.7, PR 63. 
Barber's "Washlady" design paired with a reverse that has an 
erect eagle with raised wings. Struck in silver with a reeded 
edge. Of the highest order of rarity and importance to 
advanced pattern collectors, this piece is toned a deep gray 
- with muted undertones of red and blue. Formerly an R.7 
pattern but now considered an R.6.
